without Jim Dillon, a man who can 
make a cat and dog team up against 
him. Yet, even accounting for Dillon, 
it’s a pretty startling accomplishment. 

When Gary Hart first traveled to 
Texas, Jim Dillon was the first man he 
sought out. It was to be expected; the 
men had so much in common. Each is 
a hated manager, renown for 
rulebreaking tactics. Hart hoped to 
join forces with Dillon, forming an 
empire that would rule Texas wrestling 
with an iron fist. There would be no 
way to stop them. 

However, the pair clashed almost 
immediately. Both driven by a 
maniacal need for power, neither 
would give up any strength. Their 
alliance was doomed by meglomania. 
What started as a partnership ended 
in hatred. Before they ever got rolling, 
they were at each other’s throats. 

Hart has always sought the best 
when he seeks destruction. It didn’t 
take him too long to see the best way to 
destroy Dillon’s best wrestler, 
Moondog Mayne, would be to enlist 
the most accomplished grappler in the 
area.

But Hart made sense! 

“Hart wants Dillon’s hide; so do I. 
Alone, neither of us will do that. 
Together, we can get Dillon. And Hart 
promised I wouldn’t have to 
compromise my integrity. I believed 
him. After all, if we stayed together, he 
had everything to gain and nothing to 
lose.

HEIRS IS A union forged in 

blood and pain. Mistakes mean 
agony, but they can’t be prevented. 
The path to glory is rutted with 
scars. 

Asa tag team, Bob Armstrong and 
Robert Fuller have a long way to go. 
They’re good, but they still make too 
many errors. The graceful meshing 
of athletic skills is still a long way 


off. Victory is due to courage, rather 
than skill. The price has been very 
high for every success they've 
enjoyed. 

Both wrestlers acknowledge 
they're far from what they strive to 
be. However, they're suffering 
through this period for a very good 
reason. At least, they're convinced 
it makes sense. 

“Most tag teams,’ Armstrong 
admits, “wouldn't be wrestling in 
the shape we’re in. They’d take 
those mistakes out in the gym, 
where they don’t hurt so much. By 
the time they get into a real match, 
they're pretty slick. They don’t make 
great mistakes. And they never get 
any better than mediocre. It’s 
happened millions of times. 
Everyone knows that. 

“My theory, and it works, is that 
you must learn in actual combat. 
You must sense your partner's 
reaction to trouble, and then work 
hard to know what he does when 
the pressure is on. You can't learn 
that in a gym. 

“Admittedly, it’s adangerous way 
to be great. We make some 
mistakes that could put us in the 
hospital. We have to take a lot of 
risks. Luck has beena good friend. If 
it deserts us, pray for Armstrong 
and Fuller. 

“With Fuller, | think we've got the 
chance to be something really 
special. When you have that 
opportunity, the risks become worth 
it. When going all the way, youcan’'t 
take the easy road. It’s all or 
nothing. And we have the chance to 
get it all. 

“Look, for 98% of the tag teams, 
what we're doing would be 
ludicrous. They don’t have the 
chance to be great, so the risks 
aren't worth it. | don’t take these 
risks with most tag team partners, 
but this is special! 

Robert Fuller, with less 
experience than Armstrong, agrees. 
It’s been tough for the young man, 
tougher than for the wily veterans. 

“| quess I’ve taken more lumps in 
these past few months than at any 
other time in my career,” Fuller says 
ruefully. “When Bob first told me 
how we'd learn to work together—

in actual combat—I thought he was 
crazy, that he had taken too many 
shots to the head. But then | looked 
back on my own record as a tag 
team partner. 

“It's no secret something 
important has been missing in every 
tag team I've been in. Even the ones 
that have been successful lacked 
the spark to make them great. So, | 
guess I’d been doing something 
wrong. 

“Bob didn’t try to hide the fact of 
How dangerous this method is.

those who want to be great, want to 
work their way into the record 
books. He promised me we'd finally 
work together so well, it would be 
greater than any thrill I’d known in 
athletics. 

“That’s what convinced me. And 
I've felt it! | really have! There have 
been stray moments when it’s all 
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come together. | can’t describe the 
sensation, but it’s enough to make it 
all worthwhile. Someday, we're 
going to have an entire match when 
everything works perfectly. It’s 
what all athletes strive for, yet only 
a few can attain. And I’m going to 
get there!” 

Fuller will get there if he survives. 


It's rare when there’s a match 
without both men being bloodied. 
They are often the victims of 
doubleteaming, brought about by 
errors. Victory has been lost due to 
inexperience. A slicker tag team 
would have been able to avert 
disaster. 

But a slicker tag team can never 
approach Fuller and Armstrong at 
their best. Slowly but surely, the 
pair is improving. Now, almost every 
match has an instance of 
breathtaking greatness. However, 
that moment is often lost to an error 
that most teams would have 
corrected in training. 

It's a long, slow process chosen 
by Fullerand Armstrong. They seem 
to be satisfied with thir progress and 
delighted with isolated instances. 
Other tag teams are admittedly 
more wary of the pair. Where once 
Armstrong and Fuller were sought 
out as clumsy pushovers, they've 
now gained the respect of 
opponents. Can fear be far behind? 

“| don’t mind telling you,” Fuller 
admits with a grin, “this is the 
hardest thing I’ve ever done. | don't 
think we've had an easy match 
since we Started. I’ve got muscles 
hurting | never knew I had. 
Sometimes, | forget what life was 
like without stitches. My friends 
outside of wrestling think I'm crazy. 
But my friends inside the profession 
are envious as hell.” O 
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Jose Gonzales 
thought veteran 
Johnny Rodz was 
trying to em- 
barrass him.

HE ELECTRIC TENSION could 
be felt through the entire 
arena.

if he had tried. He let the leg free so 
he wouldn't break it and make me 
his enemy.

What can account for this change? 
Most wrestlers don’t want to take 
public notice of the situation: 
comments on Andre are invariably off- 
the-record. Yet, they are talking and 
worrying, as are promoters and 
referees. No one knows what to expect 
from Andre the Giant. At the base of 
all the speculation is a cold fear.

though Andre was battling back in 
self-defense against four cruel 
rulebreakers, his viciousness was 
surprising for the usually friendly 
giant. 

There have been many rumors 
circulating to explain Andre’s sudden 
fury. Many blame the difficulty of a 
tempestuous romance. A woman 
Andre met on the set of “The Six- 
Million Dollar Man” has been making 
his life miserable, trying to take him 
away from wrestling and towards 
acting. Andre’s anger and confusion is 
being released against his opponents. 

“[’'m my own man,” Andre answers 
to these charges, “and a professional. 
I’m always in control of my emotions. 
What happens to me personally has no 
infuence on what happens in the arena. 
Whatever may be going through my 
brain won't change how I wrestle.” 

“l’m not romantically involved with 
anyone. The press has taken a simple 
friendship and blown it all out of 
proportion. No woman is influencing 
my life or my profession.” 

Andre is willing to deny most 
-speculation but refuses to answer why 
his style has changed so brutally. 
Usually, Andre is more than helpful to 
the press. Today, he’s shrinking away 
from contact with anyone.

and everything else, | make great 
records. I'm better thany anyone 
has ever been! | make Sinatra look 
sick, the Beatles boring, and 
Streisand ridiculous. Blassie is 
best! Blassie is best!” 

Somehow, the musicians put up 
with Blassie. His acquantances 
aren't being paid, so they leave 
whenever Blassie puts his record on 
at home. Freddie almost killed 
someone who said, “I’m sure it'll 
sound all right once the stereo is 
fixed.’ The finest system in the 
world couldn‘t make Blassie sound 
acceptable. Yet, he’s still making 
records. 

It must be admitted that there’sa 
strange fascination with Blassie’s 
music. It's ugliness at its most 
repulsive, proud of its most 
revolting qualities. One can hate it 


and still be drawn to it, much like 
Blassie himself. 

Even music critics are being 
drawn into the Blassie camp. Bob 
Minsenberger, respected observer 
for many top music journals, has 
written a lengthy review of Blassie’s 
singing, most of it complementary. 

‘Its crudeness is its beauty,” 
Minsenberger states, “an open 
wound in the dark side of humanity. 
The quality is unintentional. Blassie 
doesn't know what he’s doing. In 
attempting to make a hit record, he 
reveals all the barren greed and 
fame lust which replaces artistic 
integrity in this day and age. It is 
furiously ugly music but one that 
must be heard.” 

Other critics hear it in a different 
way. One of the more avant-garde 
intellects, Warren Heritage, sees it 
as a revolution. 

“It is the perfect vision ‘of 
awfulness” Heritage avers, ‘‘a 
journey through the abysmal. Only 
a genius, possessed by demons 
grandly terrifying, could conceive of 
sO monumental an accomplish- 
ment. He gives the listener nothing 
but rage, recklessly imagined and 
wildly executed. Its power !s 
undeniable. While one is in awe, 
there is also the prayer this will be 
the last testament of a defiled 
genius.” 

Perhaps the chorus of one of 
Blassie’s songs best explains the 
man: 


Worship the man named Blassie 

As you worship the god of fear! 

Know when you're weak and 
defenseless,

Success could be equally 
destructive. Instead of being able to 
wander free throughout the world, 
Andre would be committed to wrestle 
in a single area for as long as he’s 
champion. Gone is his freedom, his 
ability to pick and choose his future. 
Some see the title as an honor. Andre 
may see it as a prison. 

Finding himself in a position he 
can’t tolerate or escape, Andre may be 


taking his frustration out in the arena 
The once model of integrity is now a 
ruthless grappler (though always 
against rulebreakers). Fans and 
promoters are shocked; other wrestlers 
enraged. 

At first, most wrestlers were willing 
to forgive him, figuring everyone has 
problems and no one’s perfect. 
However, as it gets worse and worse, 
anger replaces understanding. 
Wrestlers, like all professional 
athletes, don’t expect private lives to 
interfere with business. They're not 
psychiatrists, interested in solving the 
problem.

When someone continually 
undermines success, they’re an 
unforgiving group. 

Andre has become bitter over what he 
sees as a desertion of his friends when.
